On the Potatoe, ard the Time ween 
that ufeful Plant was firft intro- 
duced.inio the Britifh Iflands.— 
(From 2@ Communication by Sir 
Jofeph Banks, publifhed in the 
Jran{a&tions of the Hort:cultural 
Society.) 


SIR JOSEPH BANKS fates 
that the account of the circumiian- 
ces relative to the tine of the intro- 
duétien of the potatoe plant, which 
he relaves, was chiefly extracted from 
notes colleéted on the fubject by his 
learned friend, mr. Dryander. 

The potatoe now in ufe (the /2- 
danum tobcrofum), was brought into 
England by the colonitts fent out by 
fir Walter Raleigh, under queen k1i- 
gabeth’s patent. Mr. Thomas He- 
riot, a mathematician, was on board 
the firft fleet which returned to Fng- 
land on the twenty-feventh of July, 
1686, when the potatoe was probably 
firft brought over; for mr. Heriot, 
in an account which he publithed of 
the nature and properties of the foil 
of the country examined, which is 
printed in De Bry’s Collection of 
Voyages, vol. T. uncer the article 
roots, deftrives the potatoe by the 
name openawk (by which diey were 
ci fed in Virgina), as ‘ round roots, 
fome as laree as walnuts, and others 
mach farger, winch grow in damp 
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foil, many hanging together as if fixe 


ed by ropes ; which aic good food ei. 
ther boiled er roatted. 


Gerard, in his Herbal, publithed, 


1S97, gives a heure of the potitoe, 
under the name of potatoe of Virgie 
hiia 
[n the manufcript minutes of th- 
royal fociety, December thirteenth, 
169 2, fir Robert Southwell, their pre. 
fident, informed the fellows, that his 
randfather brought potatoes into Ire. 
Pred. who firt had them from {j; 
Walter Raleigh. from which it aps 
pears that this root, fhortly after irs 
arrival in England, muft have heen 
fent to Ireland by fir Robert South- 
well’s anceitor, where it was cult. 
vated as food long before its value 
was known in England: tor Gerard, 
In 1597, recommends the roots as a 
delicate diih, not as a common fuod. 
The potatoe, however, came inio 
Furope at an earlier period by ano- 
ther channel. Clufius, who refided 
at Vienna at that ume, received this 


root, in 1§98, trom the goveruor ot 


Alons, tn Haimault, who hadit in the 
year before fiom one of the atten- 
dant’s of the pope's legate, under the 
name of Zivratou/fit, and jearned from 
hun thatin Italy, where it was then 
ti ule, no one certainly knew wiie- 
ther it came from Spain oF tiem 
America. 

Peter Ceica, in his chronicle, prin- 
ted in 3553, mentions, in the tent 
chapier, that the inhabitants of Qui- 
to uled for food, betides mays, a tu- 
berous root which they called Aafus, 
and this Clutius fuppofes to be the 
plant he received trom Flanders, 
winch conjecture is conhirmed by the 
accounts of other travellers. krom 
thefe details it appears probable, that 
potatoes were firft brought into Ku- 
rope from the mountainous parts ot 
Quito; and as the Spaniards were 
fole poffeffors of that country, there 
can be littl doubr that they were 
firt brought to Spain: buc as tt 
would take fome time to bring them 
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to ule in that country, and after- 
warts to make the Italians fo well 
aequaited ‘\ uh them as to give them 
,name, there 1s every reafon to be- 
eve they hud been feveral years in 
Kurope before they had been ent to 
Clufius. 

In fouth America the root is called 
safas, andin Virginia ofenaceg. ‘Lhe 
name of potatoe was therefore evi- 
Jentiy applied to it here from its {imi- 
arty to the Jattutu, or whne pota- 
oe; amd was dillinguifhed by the 
appeiative of Virginia poatoe till 
the year 1640 if not longer. — 

Some authors have afferted that fir 
Frencis Drake firft difcovered pota- 
wes in the South Seas, and others 
chat thev were introduced MILO England 
by fir Jobn Hawkins; but in both 
mflances the plant alluded to is evi- 
dently the {weet potatoe, which was 
“fed in England as a delicacy long 
Sefore the mtroduction of our pota- 
tors. ‘The {weet potatoe was im- 
otted in confiderable quantities from 
tain and the Canaries, and was 
fuppofed to poffefs the power of re- 
foring decaving vigour. The kit- 
fing comfats which Shakf{peare men- 
tions in the Merry Wives of Wind- 
‘or, and other confeétions of fimiliar 
imaginary qualiues, with which our 
ancellors were duped, were princi- 
pally made of chefe and eringo 
roots. 

Ihe {weet potatoes themfelyes 
were fold by itinerant dealers, cliiefl 
in the neighbourhood of the Roya! 
hxchange, to thofe who had faith in 
their alledged properties. ‘The ‘allu- 
fions to this Opmion are very frequent 
in the plays of that age, of» which 
there is a remarkable inttance in 
Slakfpeare’s ‘Troilus and Creffida. 
To this we fhall add, that as there 
Was an early and frequent imtercourte 
between Spain and Galway in Ire- 
laud, there is fome reafonto conjec- 
ture that the potatoe had been intro- 
duced into Irland dire&tly from 
epain, at a very early period.

SixTus the fifth, when he had 
mounted to the higheft pinnacle of the 
Romith church, by feigning himfelf

tions, both fpiritual and political, as at 
once evinced his fortitude and hig 
wifdom. When he had fyftematized 
all matters refpeCting the holy apofs 
tolic fee, he began to turn his atten- 
tion towaid his own family. ‘ 

His parents, who had been of low 
condition, were dead; but he hada 
fitter named Camilla, living, who 
had three fons.

¢ At four o'clock in the afternoon of Sa. 
turday lait, the 6th intt; a fhock dfan earth - 
qutke was felt here, of much more force, 
and long coatintiance, than has been ex, 
yersenced fince the dreadful one in the year 
1755. Inali parts of the tity and fuburhs 
the houfes were abandoned, and the great- 
er partin moft pitedus and lamentable tones, 
iupplicating the divine mercy. The uni- 
verial impreilion was, that a fhock fo 


* ‘alarming would be prefentuy tullowed by 
TRrhers mere tatal, and wiilft fome with a 


© 


ious refignation awaited the expected crifis, 
ther's gave way to a frantic defpair, and 
nothing could exceed the general horror. 
Happily, however, it terminated with the 
hrit great fhock., “Ihe dread -which it-ex- 
cited caufed valt ntimbers to heave the city, 
and to pats that night tn the open ficlds, but 
an undiiturbed. ranquillity continued, which, 
in the courle of the next day, reftored order 
and difpelled the agitations which moré-or 
lefs every one fulfered. The prevailing 
Opinion is, that there were two fhocks fo 
inftaneoufly connected, as to be in effect the 
lame as one. They were preceded’ by a 
terrthe fubterraricous noile, fuch as thunder 
might be luppofed to produce, if pent up 
within the bowels of the earth; and when 
the fheck commenced, its violence gave 
repeated and perfectly vifible motion to eve- 
ry building in the city. I have converfed 
with ieveral who weve living here when the 
great earthquake happened, which deftroy- 
ed Lifbon in 1755; and they all agree that 
the violence of that did not exceed this, but 
i was of much longer continuance, and 
many times repeated, Had this lafed two 
feconds longer, half Lifbon would have been 
in ruins, As it is, there are few houfes 
that do not exhibit feme proofs of its effects, 
though, except fome old dwelimgs that 
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were thrown down, and which caufed twe 
deaths and feveral fraétured limbs, the 
injury has not been great. “The convents 
and churehes have fuffered molt. The 
houfe we occupy is uncommonly ftrong, 
with walls two feet and a half thick ; ‘but it 

is fhattered from one end to the other, more 

or leis, and in fome parts the fractures ¢X- 

tend trom top to bottom. The fhips in the 

river ¢ xperienced a fentation fimilar to what 

is felt when {triking and paffing over aridge 

of rocks. 

‘ According tothe beft authenticated opi- 
nions as toitsduration, it lafted from feven 
to ten feconds, .Dr. C—— and mr. M——, 
at the diffance of two miles from each other, 
aie enabled to ipeak with tolerable certain- 
ty, from the circumftsace of their having 
obferved that the fhock continued duritig 
the whole time they were ranning from 
their chambers into the ttreet, which each 
of them had reached before it fubfided, 
They {uppoted about two feconds to have 
élapied, nelore they quitted their feats, and 
they have aicertained by fubitequent ard 
repeated experiments, that they ceuld not 
have been leis than five feconds getting 
down ftairs. 

‘It was equally felt at Cintra and at 
Matra, where the royal family were. The 
princel’, who poffi ffes Sr fortitude and 
prefence of mind, fnatched up her infant, 
an@ ran with it in her arms inte the garden; 
the prince regent funk under the alarm, 
and remained intenfible for a confiderable 
time, . 

‘Of the many fhocks that have been fe! 
here fince 1755, two only have been diftin- 
guifhed as materially alarming; but ne. 
ther of them are confidered as equal by any 
means, cither in point of violence or dura- 
tion, to that of which I write. . 

‘A tubfequent fhéck, but of fo light a 
nature as not to be felt by the generality 
of the people, is afcertained to have cecurr- 
ed about eight o’clock on Wednelday 
morning, the roth tnitant, It was felt 
more fentibly at Matra and other places than 
hete.’ :
